The ex p erts say that the reason fur 
is so warm is that it forms air sp aces 
which keep out the cold. 
F ur that is 
crisp and live has many more of these 
air sp aces, whereas artificially heated 
fur droop s an 1 grows limp , p reventing 
the ,circulation of the air. 
Warmed 
fur neither looks as well nor keep s y ou 
as warm as cold fur. 
You can bring 
in y our coat and warm it slightly be­ 
fore going out in it, if y ou wish, but 
it should be kep t in a cold p lace the 
rest of the time.—Kansas City Star.

The United States 
pu blic health service lias endeavored j 
to answer this qu estion by a carefu l 
examination of the eyes of ten thou ­ 
sand persons. 
Half of them were 
school boys from six’ to sixteen and 
half of them were working men from 
eighteen u p. 
The boys were pu blic 
school pu pils in Sou th Carolina. Mary­ 
land, Delaware and New York and 
the workmen were employees in post 
offices, 
in 
glass, 
pottery, 
fou ndry, 
steel, chemical, cigar, gas and cement 
indu stries in variou s ports of the* 
United States. 
This nu mber is large enou gh to in­ 
clu de every variety of sight defect i 
What were the resu lts of this large 
nu mber of examinations? 
The pu blic health experts fou nd 
that the percentage (that Is, the nu n* 
her ou t of every one hu ndred persons 
examined) of persons with 
normal 
vision increased with age from six 
years 
u p 
to 
eighteen years, after 
which it declined and that the rate of 1 
decline was mu ch more rapid after" 
forty-five than before. 
ih is wou ld Indicate that in chil­ 
dren with good eyesight, school work 
was not as hard a strain on the eyes 
as different forms of work taken tip 
after leaving school. 
The Investigation also showed that 
if the eyes were markedly defective, 
school work still 
fu rther weakened 
them and that the percentage of per­ 
sons with markedly defective vision 
increased steadily after six years of 
age. 
The rate of Increase was more 
rapid du ring school age than In the 
early years of Indu strial work. 
The percentage of persons with 
moderately defective vision decreased 
du ring the school ages, then Increased 
from twenty to fifty and then declined 
again. 
The general conclu sion from these 
facts wou ld seem to be that if one 
has good eyes, school work improve*
